papers today, to be eres to- 
morrow. 
The announcement states that 


“starting tomorrow, the Times will 
be published in connection with the 
Star, under the name ‘The St. Louis 
and at the Star’s 
building. 

“This is not a mefger,” it was 
stated by Elzey Roberts, publisher 


of the Star, “and the Star does 
not assume any liabilities, advertis- 
ing contracts or other existing obli- 
gations of the Times.” 

The deal involves the “name, 
good will, subscription lists, ma- 
chinery, equipment, certain features 
and other assets of the Times.” 

G. A. Buder, publisher of the 
Times, in a statement accompany- 
ing that of Roberts, said, “We are 
leaving to trained and experienced 
men the interests of the 55,000 
Times readers who have loyally 
stood by the publication for the past 
many years.” 

Buder, it is stated, retires from 
the publishing business in St. Louis. 
He is a lawyer, and has headed the 
company publishing the Times for 
nearly 17 years. 

Consideration Not Disclosed. 

No announcement of the consid- 
sideration involved in the transac- 
tion was made, but Oscar E. Bu- 
der, vice-president of the Times, 
said the American Press, the cor- 
poration which owned the Times, 
is to receive in payment preferred 
stock of the Star-Chronicle Pub- 
lishing Co. He did not disclose the 
amount. 

The American Press corporation 
thus exchanges its publishing 
equipment and the name, circula- 
tion, good will and intangible as- 
sets of the Times for preferred 
stock in the corporation publish- 
ing the Star and Times. The 
American Press is to be kept alive 
only for the purpose of liquida- 
tion, Buder said: Capitalization of 
the American Press is $1,200,000 of 
common stock. There are $1,250,- 
000 of notes secured by mortgage. 
The note issue, authorized by the 
stockholders about six months ago, 
was made to retire loans and to 
provide additional capital. 

The number of employes ‘of the 
Times, in all departments, was 
slightly less than 200. Some of the 
Times’ employes, it is stated, ‘will 
be included in the staff of the 
Star and Times. 

Times Founded April 15, 1907. 

The Times was founded April 15, 
1907, as a six-day afternoon paper, 
and was published in the*then new 
office building at the northeast cor- 
ner of Broadway and Chestnut 
street, which took the name of the 
Times Building. It was established 
by the publishers of the Westliche 
Post and Abend Anzeiger, German- 
language papers. The German- 
American Press Association, which 
thus added the Times to its publi- 
cations, was headed by Edward L. 
Preetorius, son of a noted German- 
language editor, and John Schroers. 

During the war period, the pub- 
lishing company changed its name 
to the American Press. It later 
sold its interest in the Westliche 
Post, which is still published by 
other owners. The Anzeiger was 
discontinued. Schroers sold his in- 
terest in the publishing concern in 
1908, but Preetorius remained at 
the head of the organization until 
his death in 1915. 

G. A. Buder, who with his broth- 
er, Oscar E. Buder, had been one 
of the owners, succeeded Preeto- 
rius as president. 

Beginning with a circulation be- 
tween 50,000 and 60,010, the Times 
showed gains for a few years. The 
highest figure in its sworn state- 
ments, required by law since 1912, 
was 104,692 in October, 1916. After 
the war period, the circulation 
fluctuated, but did not again reach 
100,000. In 1928 a sworn state- 
ment showed 75,847. The decline 
since that time has been steady, 
and the latest sworn . statement 
published, that for the six months’ 
period ending March 31 6 iast, 
showed 64,945, the lowest figure 
since 1925.

Estle Austill, St. Louis, 
Found Guilty at Doni- 
phan, Mo., of Killing at 
Poplar Bluff. 


CONFESSION FORCED, 
HE SAYS ON STAND 


Defense Attempts to Show 
That Shooting Was Acci- 
dental When Oil Station 
Man Resisted.

DONIPHAN, Mo., June 23.. 
Estle Austill, 14-years-old, of St. 
Louis, who killed W. E. Haley, op- 
erator of a filling station at Pop- 
lar Bluff, in a holdup last Jan. 10, 
was sentenced to 25 years in the 
penitentiary for murder today. 

A jury in Circuit Court here. 
Where the case was tried on a 
change of venue from Poplar Bluff, 
reached its verdict shortly before 
last midnight, after deliberating 
about six hours. 

Nervously fingering a piece of 
paper, young Austill heard the ver- 
dict without comment, He had 
Seemed relieved during the argu- 
ments of counsel, when Prosecuting 
Attorney John Phillips did not de- 
mand the death penalty, although 
the boy had told court attaches he 
would “rather get the rope than 
Serve a prison sentence.” 

Austill’s lawyer, A. C. Stoll, did 
not attempt to prove the boy had 
not killed Haley, but based his plea 
to the jury on the contention that 
it was really Haley’s fault, be- 
cause the boy had not intended to 
kill his victim, but merely to rob 
him, and when Haley resisted, the 
pistol was accidentally discharged. 

The pistol which young Austill 
used he had stolen from his uncle, 
Clyde Andersen, with whom he 
lived. He ran away last Septem- 
ber from his father’s home, 3195 
South Grand boulevard, St. Louis, 
because he didn't want to go to 
school. 

He testified in his own defense 
yesterday, after a confession had 
been introduced over objection of 
his attorney, that the confession 
was obtained from him by force. 
The rest of the time he appeared 
indifferent to the oroceedings, save 
that he offered bitter comments on 
the testimony of each State wit- 
ness. 

It was brought out at the close 
of the trial that Haley had made a 
dying request to officers that the 
boy be not hanged for the crime, 
but sent to the penitentiary. 

The boy’s mother died when he 
was 3 years old. H>« disliked school 
and, shortly before the opening 
date last fall, made his way to the 
Anderson home at ‘uplar Bluff 
where, he said, he had intended to 
find work. When arrested, he ex- 
plained he had tried the holdup in 
order to send money to his father, 
Clyde Austill, who was out of 
work,

same stock. 

Miss Robert, a middle-aged. wo- 
man, whose manner indicated long 
association with wealth, said that | 
she had lost several hundred thou- 
sand dollars in the stock market. 
lier testimony was an answer to 
Richard Whitney, president of the 
New York Stock Exchange, who 
said that the exchange manage- 
ment had decided that the court’s 
decision in the Roberts case was 
wrong. 

“A large and nowerful group,” 
said Miss Roberts, “dominates the 
New York Stock Exchange, and 
this group covers up the frauds of 
the brokers.” 

Attitude of Exchange. 

Chairman Norbeck said that Miss 
Roberts’ testimony was very im- 
portant because it indicated the at- 
titude of the New York Stock Ex- 
change toward pract'tes under in- 
vestigation by the committee, 

Miss Roberts said that she start- 
ed her investments with Hayden- 
Stone in 1916, under the impression 
that they were an old and reliable 
investment house. 

She said that, on the advice of 
the company’s manager, Richard 
Hoyt, she had bought in 1922 At- 
lantic, Gulf & West Indies Oil 
stock at $102 and $115 a share, on 
the understanding that the stock 
was a “house enterprise,’’ that is, 
a stock sponsored by the _ invest- 
ment bankers. Stone was chairman 
of board and Hoyt was a director 
in the company. 

On the advice of Hoyt, she con- 
tinued, she sold the stocks some 
months later for $30 a share. Her 
loss on the transaction was $16,000. 
Later she discovered, she said, that 
Stone and Hoyt had sold their hold- 
ings in the company at the same 
time: they recommended the stock 
to her. She said that Hoyt had 
made at least one short sale of the 
stock. 

Obtained Damage Decision. 

In an effort to recover, she 
brought suit against the investment 
bankers in an upstate New York 
court and obtained damages. Arnred 
with the court’s decision, she de- 
manded that Hayden-Stone be 
ousted from the New York Ex- 
change. The business conduct com- 
mittee of the exchange conducted 
its own investigation and refused 
to act against the investment bank- 
ers. 

In describing this investigation, 
Whitney said that the exchange 
management had decided that the 
court had erred in awarding Miss 
Roberts damages. 

Chairman Norbeck said after the 
hearing that the Steering Commit- 
tee had not decided whether Whit- 
ney would be recalled to testify.

WASHINGTON, June 23.—The 


Wagner (Democratic) $2,300,- 
000,000 unemployment relief bill, 
designed to provide food and work 
for the jobless and give new im- 
petus to industry, was passed to- 
day by the Senate. 

The relief program was approved 
and sent to conference with the 
House by a chorus of ayes with- 


out even the formality of a rec- 
ord vote. 

Vice-President Curtis appointed 
Chairman Norbeck of the Banking 
Committee and Senators Brook- 
hart (Rep.), Iowa, and Wagner 
(Dem.), New York, as Senate con- 
ferees. 

The Senate bill goes to confer- 
ence with the $2,300,000,000 Dill 
sponsored by Speaker Garner which 
the House passed several weeks 
ago. 

The final form of the bill will 
depend entirely upon the nature 
of the compromise worked out be- 
tween the House and Senate. 

The bill which goes to the White 
House is certain, however, to con- 
tain the bond issue feature to 
which President Hoover has indi- 
cated unyielding opposition, as 
both measures contain in it one 
form or another. There are strong 
indications the bill will face a 
veto. 

The Senate bill contains provi- 
sion for a $500,000,000 bond issue 
to finance a huge public works 
program. The Garner bill would 
authorize a $1,200,000,000 program, 

S enate Bill Provisions. 

The Senate bill also would au- 
thorize an increase of $1,600,000,- 
000 in the borrowing power of the 
Reconstruction Corporation. Of 
this $1,460,000,000 would be used 
for loans on self liquidating con- 
struction projects. The remainder, 
$40,000,000, would be allocated to 
disposing of agricultural surpluses. 

Just before passing the bill, the 
Senate attached the $300,000,000 
emergency relief measure which 
it passed two weeks ago, because 
House leaders have indicated they 
would not consider it as a separate 
bill. 

This would authorize the Recon- 
struction Corporation to lend funds 
to states on the basis of popula- 
tion for prevention of suffering 
and want among the unemployed. 

The Senate amended the meas- 
ure to make one-third of the funds 
available for immediate distribu- 
tion without waiting for action by 
state legislatures. 

. Carried in Garner Bill. 

The Garner bill carries, in addi- 
tion to the pubic #: rks program, 
authorization for the Reconstruc- 
tion Corporation to borrow $1,000,- 
000,000 for construction loans and 
would give the President a $100,- 
000,000 fund for emergency relief, 

President Hoover has sought ac- 
tion on the $30°,000,000 portion of 
the Senate bill and has approved 
the general principles of the $1,- 
600,000,000 section but sought au- 
thority for the Reconstruction Cor- 
poration to lend to private industry.

It rejected an amendment which 
would have permitted loans direct- 
ly to cities, such as Chicago, to 
make possible payment of its 
school teachers, police and firemen.

TWO GET $16,000 IN BANK

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MOVING PICTURES 
Al TRIAL 
OF 4 IN DRY PLOT 


Movements of Politician 
and Three Others at His 
Cleaning Shop Depicted 
to Federal Jury. 


Moving pictures, taken by prohi- 
bition agents from a place of con- 
cealment across the street from the 
cleaning and dyeing shop of Jo- 
seph Feigenbutz at 2205 South 
Broadway, were shown today to a 
jury in Federal Judge Faris’ court, 
where Feigenbutz and three others 
are on trial, charged with conspir- 
acy to violate the prohibition laws. 

Feigenbutz, Republican  politi- 
cian and professional bondsman, is 
named in the indictment with his 
brother, Henry, Addis McCarthy 
and Arthur Ramsey. Witnesses 
for the Government have sought 
since the trial began Tuesday to 
link them with operation of seven 
stills in St. Louts and three adjoin- 
ing counties. 

The movies shcowed all the de- 
fendants entering or leaving the 
shop at various times, and showed 
stops made there by six automo- 
biles which prohibition agents have 
testified they followed from _ the 
shop to the stills.

She is Mrs. Emma Dingess, 45 
years old, wife of Hugo Dinges, a 
farmer near M@rissa, Ill., who un- 
derwent an abdominal! operation at 
the hospital Monday. Apparently 
deranged “by fever following the 
operation, she locked an attendant 
out of her room early today and 
| tearing off her clothing and band- 
ages, pushed open the screen and 
started climbing out the window. 
| Capt. LePere had just stopped 
‘at the police station in a night ride 
about the city when a call came 
from the hospital. He hurried 
there with other officers and fire 
department ladders were taken to 
the scene. 

The patient had been on the 
windew sill for about 10 minntea, 
had one hand on the _ screen, 
, the other. inside the window and 
,one leg over the sill. Asa fire de- 
| partment ladder was put up and 
|\Capt. LePere sgtarted to mount it, 
she screamed. “If you attempt to 
come up, I'll jump.” 

Capt. LePere held his place and 
began slowly to move upward, ex- 
plaining to her. “I’m your friend. 
I’m coming to get you down from 
there.” A crowd of several hun- 
dred persons gathered as he moved 
haltingly up the ladder. 

At length he reached the top 
and was able to take hold of her 
feet and placed them on the lad- 
der.

MIAMI, Fla., June 23.—Sixteen 
ships came within- sight of Stanley 
Felix Hausner as he floated for 
eight days on his airplane after 
his ill-fated ocean flight but none 
saw him until the tanker Circe 
Shell came by, it was disclosed to-

Hausrér Was landed from the 
Circe Shell here last night and 
was the object of a rousing mu- 
nicipal reception. Recovering from 
the effects of going with little 
drinking water from Tune 4 to 
June 11, he told in detail today 
of his experience., ; 

“My engine developed trouble 
about 9 a. m. on the morning of 
June 4,” he said. “I don’t know 
yet what the cause was, but it gave 
me trouble for more than an hour 
end slowed me up. Finally I decid- 
ed to come down.”’ 


Descended in the Rain. 
He landed on the waves without 
difficulty and started to drift. It 
was raini and cold. He had lit- 
tle food and little water. 

“In the eight days I drifted ] saw 
16 ships, but apparently none of 
them sighted me,” he continued. “I 
cannot tell you what I thought 
about in all those days J drifted. 
The weather varied, but much of 
the time there was rain and fog.” 

He had about given up hope 
when he saw the Circe Shell as 
dusk started to Settle on the eighth 
day. 

“I did not think the ship had 
spotted me, but then 1 saw it veer 
from its course and a boat was 
lowered,” he said. “I was exhaust- 
ed when I was finally taken off the 
plane.” 

Hausner said he was in the air 
28 hours before his airplane be- 
came disabled and estimated he 
covered 2390 miles on his projected 
New York-to-Warsaw flight start- 
ed on June 3.

Hausner spoke briefly, but did 
not go into details then as to his 
experiences while drifting in the 
ocean. He said he intended to try 
another trans-Atlantic flight.

to Escape, Ends Life When 
Surrounded.

CHICAGO, June 23.—<An alleged 


murderer shot and killed a guard 
and, finding himself trapped by 
several others in a break for free- 
dom from the county jail yester- 
day, turned a pistol on himself and 


died of the wound. 

Today the authorities were try- 
ing to learn who smuggled the 
pistol to the inmate—23-year-old 
Jack Lawrence of Grand Rapids, 
Mich.—who was awaiting trial for 
murder after having been convict- 
ed last March of robbery. 

Their inquiry was focused on a 
young woman who was admitted 
to Lawrence’s cell yesterday by 
identifying herself as his wife. So 
far all search for her has been 
fruitless. | 

Lawrence killed the guard, Leo 
Nicholas, 50, when the latter sought 
to stop him in a corridor. Nich- 
olas was taking him to the office 
of the jail doctor when he broke 
loose. 

Other prisoners, witnesses to the 
shooting, banged on the bars of 
their cells, but none could break 
his way out. Lawrence seized pos- 
session of the elevator and on the 
floor above held up twe more 
guards. . 

Others surrounded him and he 
shot himself, the guards reported. 


SUSPECT IN $177,000 SWINDLE 
CAPTURED AFTER 18 MONTHS 


Alleged to Be Member of Gang 
Which Took $4,000,000 from 
Victims in 10 Years.

NEW YORK, June 23.—A mid- 
die aged man was arrested today 
after a search for 18 months on a 
charge of swindling Kathryn K. 


Besson, formerly of Uniontown

gang had obtained about $4,000,000 
in swindling activities in the last 
10 years. The man, however, in-

Miss "Besson, who was said to 
have inherited two or three mil- 
lions of dollars from relatives con- 
nected with the Pittsburgh Steel 
Co., was a victim of the so-called 
pocketbook swindle November, 
1930. Delpinrie is said to have 
picked up a pocketbook in a res- 
taurant in Newark, N. J., and 
showed its contents to Miss Bes- 
son. She accompanied him to the 
address given on a card in the 
pocketbook to return it. When the 
“owner” offered a large reward 
Delpinrie declined it and then was 
given a tip on a stock. Miss Bes- 
son borrowed $177,000 and turned 
it over to Delpinrie to buy stock 
on the tip. Miss Besson never saw 
Delpinrie again, but she is said 
to have identified his picture. 


INDIANA UNION MINERS 
CONSIDER 34 PCT. PAY CUT 


Operators Threaten to Employ Un- 
organized Labor Unless $4 a Day 
Scale Is Accepted. 

By the Associated Press. 

TERRE HAUTE, Ind., June 23. 
—Faced with the threat of oper- 
ators to throw Indiana coal mines 
Open to unorganized labor, a re- 
convened scale convention of Dis- 
trict 11, United Mine Workers of 
America, met here today to con- 
sider a contract renewal at $4 a 
day. 

Failure of an Indiana-Illinois con- 
ference at Indianapolis yesterday 
because of the Indiana operators’ 
refusal to attend after it had been 
called by John L. Lewis, interna- 
tional president of the mine work- 
ers, increased interest in the stand 
the miners will take. 

Belief in mine circles was that 
the miners would accept the $4 
proposal, which originally was re- 
jected by a full scale committee of 
the miners after sub-committees of 
workmen and operators had agreed 
upon it. Contract with the work- 
men expired last March $1. The 
basic wage of $4 a day represents 
a 34% per cent decrease from the 
$6.10 provision of the old agree- 
ment. Tonnage rates range down- 
ward accordingly.

This action was made necessary, 
it was said by officials of the Bu- 
reau for Homeless Men, because of 
a shortage in funds of Citizens’ 
Committee on Relief and Employ- 
ment.

Some of the men care@ for by 
the bureau at other places will be 
transferred to Ozanam, it was an- 
nounced, preference to be given 
to the infirm and those over 60. 
Such registrations would not be 
regarded as new cases. 

The shelter in the old Mullan- 
phy Hospital building was opened 
Feb. 15 by Father J. J. Butler, 
president of the Catholic Charities 
of St. Louis. It passed under the 
partial control of the Bureau for 
Homeless Men May 1. The bureau 
agreed to finance it until Nov. 1, 
when the Municipal Lodging 
House, now closed for the sum- 
mer, will reopen. Management of 
the shelter remained under the di- 
rection of Father Butler but it’s 
registration was controlled by the 
bureau.* 

60 From City Lodging House. 

An influx of 500 men at the 
shelter had been anticipated when 
the Municipal Lodging House 
closed May 15 last, but only about 
60 of its 500 lodgers went there. 

In order to eliminate loitering in 
the streets men have not been al- 
lowed to leave the premises at the 
shelter since June 15 last, without 
a reason satisfactory to those in 
charge.. Passes have been issued 
in such instances. 

The Citizens’ Committee Clothing 
Bureau, 2218 Locust street, now 
has a stock of summer clothing for 
women and girls sufficient to meet 
its immediate needs, but has not 
nearly enough garments for men 
and boys, it was said today by Mrs. 
Irvin Bettman, chairman. 

The stock of the Clothing Bureau 
was replenished by a benefit mati- 
nee held recently in 45 neighbor- 
hood moving picture theaters, but 
even this did not produce a suffi-

RECEIVERSHIP SUIT 


First Testimony Is on Sale 
of Property to Firm on 
Which President Made 
$100,000 Profit. 


Testimony on the financial man- 
agement of the Handlan-Buck 
Manufacturing Co., makers of rail- 
way supplies at 212 North Third 
street, was heard today by Circuit 
Judge Nortoni. The hearing is on 
the question of a receivership, for 
which three heirs of the late Alex- 
ander H. Handlan, who was head 
of the company, have petitioned. 

The receivership suit is part of 
the litigation which has been go- 
ing on in the Handlan family since 
father’s death in 1921. His 
widow, Mrs. Mollie Handlan, died 
in 1924, leaving the bulk of her 
estate to a son, Eugene W. Hand- 
lan, now deceased. An attempt by 
other members of the family to set 
aside the mother’s will failed re- 
cently. The same members are 
still suing to set aside the will of 
Eugene W. Handlan. 


Those suing for a _ receivership 
and an accounting are Mrs. Kath- 
ryn Handlan Trautz and Mrs. Lil- 
lian Handlan Lemp, daughters of 
the elder Handlan, and Mrs. G. A. 
Buder Jr., who is Mrs. Trautz’s 
daughter. Those defending the suit 
are Alexander H. Handlan, now 
president of the company, and his 
brother, Edward H. Handlan, 
vice-president. 

Tells of Warehouse Deal. 

F. R. Zoellner, former bookkeep- 
er for Handlan-Buck, testified to- 
day regarding allegations in the 
receivership suit. One of these al- 
legations was that A. H. Handlan, 
president of the company, pur- 
chased warehouse property at First 
and Plum streets in 1925 for $50,- 
000, and sold it to the Handlan- 
Buck Co. in 1928 for $150,000. The 
two officers of the company, in 
their formal answer, admit the 
transaction, and state that the 
warehouse property increased in 
value in the interval between the 
purchase by Handlan and the sale 
to the company. 

Zoeliner testified that the com- 
pany purchased the warehouse 
property from its president Feb. 
16, 1928, paying $4000 cash and 
the balance in securities. He said 
that, before the purchase, and since 
May, 1925, when Handlan acquired 
the property, the company paid 
Handlan $500 a month rent. for 
the warehouse. It took the place 
of a building at Carr street and 
Levee, for which the company had 
paid $200 a month rent. In 1925, 
he said, the books showed $6700 
expense items in connection with 
the Plum street building, the com- 
pany paying this amount for re- 
pairs, labor and watchman, but 
this was charged to the president’s 
personal account. 

Purchase of Patents. 

Another allegation about which 
Zoeliner testified was one regard- 
ing purchase of patents by the 
company from the president, A. H. 
Handlan. The plaintiffs are 
charging that some of the patents 
were in use by the company before 
the date of their purchase. Zoell- 
ner said the company in 1926 paid 
Handlan $20,000 for patents, this 
price including royalties claimed 
by him. He said the patents dated 
back as far ag 1899. He said the 
expired patents were listed at 
$4940 in value. The value of the 
unexpired patents was not given. 

Alfred Lynch of the Mississippi 
Valley Trust Co. real estate depart- 
ment testified yesterday to selling 
Handlan the Plum street ware- 
house for $50,000, after bringing 
the price down from $76,000. He 
gave his opinion, as a real estate 
man handling industrial property, 
that the value of the property did 
not increase after Handlan pur- 
chased it. 

The sisters’ petition charges that 
A. H. and Edward Handlan re- 
ceived salaries of $13,500 and $7500 
a year, respectively, besides large 
bonuses; that a $400,000 surplus 
was invested in securities, and that 
no dividend has been paid since 
1928; that the cOmpany invested 
$15,000 in a fishing club on Cur- 
rent River; and that stockholders 
were refused permission to examine 
the company’s books. 


Earnings Reinvested. 


The brothers deny the last alle- 
gation, as to the books. They state 
that the salaries of the two broth- 
ers were not adequate, and that the 
payment of bonuses was an old cus- 
tom of the firm. They say the com- 
pany’s earnings have been reinvest- 
ed to develop the business rath- 
er than in dividends, and that the 
carrying of a surplus has been 
necéssary in handling large orders 
from railroads. They state that the 
fishing club investment was a legi- 
timate one, and that the property 
will increase in value. 

It is also stated, in the brothers’ 
answer, that the company is 
solvent; that a receivership would 
be wasteful; and that the conditions 
alleged by the sisers were known 
to them in 1930, when they ac- 
cepted and approved an audit of 
the company’s business. 

The company is capitalized at 
$250,000, in 2500 shares. The three 
plaintiffs and two other daughters 
of the elder Handlan, Mrs. Marie 
Hornsby and Mrs. Vella Bisbee, 
Own 100 shares each; 1550 shares 
are in a trust fund established by 
the elder Handlan, and the remai2-

(QUESTIONS USE OF DRAFTS 
TO AVOID TAX ON CHECKS 


Cullecter of Internal Revenue Asks 
for Ruling on Practice From 
Government. 


Collector of Internal Revenue 
Becker has asked the Commission- 
er of Internal Revenue whether the 
use of drafts instead of checks, to 
avoid the 2-cent check tax which 
became effective last Tuesday, is 
legal. The American Bankers’ As- 
sociation and attorneys for S8t. 
Louis banks have informed the 


banks that customers could use the 
draft method, and the Clearing 
House has sought an official ruling. 
Becker said some banks had told 
him large customers intended to 
substitute drafts for checks. Tho 
Commissioner has been asked by 
Becker whether he should send 
agents to record such transactions 
and press claims for the tax on the 
drafts. The draft system consists 
of paying wages or bills with or- 
ders on the treasurer of the com- 
pany owing the account. 

These drafts are banked like 
checks and the company’s bank 
notifies it at the end of the day, 
week or month of the total. This 
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company, subject to 2 cents tax. 
Bankers think the draft system is 
too cumbersome for individual ac- 
counts. 

Richard 8. Hawes, president of 
the Clearing House, said: “We are 
not encouraging our customers to 
use drafts. The Clearing House 
and its member -banks are not en- 
deavoring to evade the tax. For 
years, railroads and other large 
companies have met their payrolls 


and other accounts with drafts.” 

Since it has been ruled that 
counter checks, cashed in banks, 
are subject to the tax, the St. Louis 
banks are permitting cash’ courter 
withdrawals from checking ac- 
counts by receipt, like the receipts 
used for savings accounts, The re- 
ceipts are not subject to the. tax. 
Banks will collect the tax on 
checks through monthly charges to 
their customers.

POLICEMAN WHO SUED 


Unemployment Relief to 
Have Hearing Tomorrow. 


Patrolman Gilbert Kennedy, who 
filed suit-to restrain his superior 
officers from asking or requiring 
him to give 10 per cent of his pay 
for unemployment relief, was sus- 
pended last night pending a hear- 
ing before the Board of Police 
Commissioners tomorrow. 

_ Oliver T. Remmers, president of 
the board, in announcing the sus- 
pension, said: “There was nothing 
else for the board to do if disci- 
pline is to be maintained. Kenne- 
dy’s action was a deliberate viola- 
tion of a long-establishea rule of 
the department. If we were to per- 
mit it to pass unnoticed, we might 
as well tear up the police manual.” 

The formal charge is that Ken- 
nedy violated Section 178, Rule 10, 
of the manual covering “Discipline 
and Deportment.” The _ section 
reads: “Permission to file suit— 
He shall not file, nor retain coun- 
sel for the defense of an action at 
law without first obtaining permis- 
sion to do so from the Chief of Po- 
lice with the approval of the 
Boar.” 


According to Remmers, Kennedy 
did not ask the permission of his 
superiors before filing suit last 
}’onday. 

Kennedy, in his suit, alleges that 
coercive measures were used to ob- 
tain the signatures of policemen to 
the. 10 per cent pledges, and that 
the rant and file of the départment 
is in a state of “fear, dread and un- 
certainty.” He recites that from 
his salary of $180 a month he has 
to deduct $5 for the Police Relief 
Association and $7.50 for the pen- 
sion; he has a wife and child, and 
says he is paying off a $2200 deed 
of trust on his home. After buy- 
ing uniforms and paying family ex- 


Kennedy’s suit has been set for 
hearing before Circuit Judge Nor- 
toni June 30. Attorneys point out 
that if Kennedy ceases to be a 
member of the Police Department, 
he cannot maintain the suit, as he 
would no longer be an interested 
party. His petition for an injunc- 
tion is made “in behalf of all the 
members of the Police Depart- 
ment,” but he is the only plaintiff 
named. Kennedy, who was  at- 
tached to the Soulard District, lives 
at 2817 Macklind avenue. 

Only one other member of the 
department, a sergeant, refused to 
sign the 10 per cent pledge without 
giving a reason. The board has 
taken no action in his case. All 
excuses presented so far have been 
accepted by the board, Remmers 
said. 

The board, at its special meeting 
last night, held in abeyance the 
rule adopted last year requiring all 
members of the department own- 
ing automobiles to obtain Hability 
insurance. This action was said 
to have no connection with the 10 
per cent deduction for relief. 


“CHILE” ACUNA, NEW YORK 
VICE GRAFT INFORMER, DIES 


Succumbs Peacefully in Hospital 
After 15'Pclicemen Were Sent 
to Guard Him. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Juno 23.—‘“Chile” 
Acuna, the informer who was 
guarded by 15 £4policemen, died 
peacefully last night in Brooklyn 
Eye and Ear Hospital. He had 
been in a coma after an operation 
for a brain tumor. 

Acuma became widely known, in 
1930 by telling how detectives hired 
him to “get the goods” on defense- 
less and sometimes innocent wom- 
en. The scandal he disclosed abol- 
ished the old vice squad and sent 
some of its members to Sing Sing 
prison, 

His disclosures helped reform the 
handling of vice case: here. Under 
a ruling by police heads the un- 
known man was elininated from 
such cases, The unknown man, s0 
listed on court records, was the 
informer who would vanish dur- 
ing the police raid and turn up 
later to collect his fee from the 
detectives. 

Acuna testified in the Appellate 
Court’s inquiry conducted by, Isi- 
dore J. Kresel and by Samuel Sea- 
bury, who later wert on to inquire 
into the whole city government. He 
said he helped “frame” many wom- 
en, many of them innocent, and de- 
liver them to be mulcted by bail 
bondsmen working with crooked 
policemen. 

So Acuna, who had been a wait- 
er at $80 a month before he moved 
into the big money class, received 
six picked Lieutenants as @ police 
guard. Later the guard was in- 
creased, until he was forced to 
move because neighbors complained 
the constant shift of protecting po- 
licemen bothered them.

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SHARKEY’S LEFTS 
WON TITLE FOR 
HIM, VETERAN 
MANAGERS SAY 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 23.-—-The 
shouting and the tumult over the 
Jack Sharkey-Max Schmeling 
heavyweight title fight continued 
today, but in diminishing volume, 
with opinion still sharply divided as 
to whether Sharkey was entitled to 
the decision and the title. 

The only point on which there 
was any unanimity of opinion was 
that it was a very dull exhibition 
the two theoretical leaders of the 
ring put on for the near-capacity 
crowd of 62,000 in Madison Square 
Garden's new bowl Tuesday night. 

Sharkey Returns to Boston. 

The new champion, his left eye 
still badly swollen, has carried the 
title back to Boston, from which it 
was taken 40 years ago, when 
James J. Corbett defeated John L. 
Sullivan, with the probability he 
will not give Schmeling a return 
bout until next summer, if then. 
Jack had to wait two years before 
Schmeling would give him a chance 
at the title he presented to Max on 
a foul blow in 1330. 

Although newspaper writers at 
the ringside were in a majority for 


Schmeling, veteran fight managers 
who witnessed the bout were al- 


counted for as much as the harder 
biows the former champion drove 
to Jack’s head. 

Charges of “robbery” by Joe Ja- 
cobs, Schmeling’s manager, were 
not taken seriously in official 
quarters, although it appeared 
probable Jacobs would be asked 
to appear before the New York 
Athletic Commission tomorrow to 
explain himself. Jacobs said he 
knew two weeks before the fight 
they were going to give the title to 
Sharkey. 

Profit of $100,000 for Club. 

The real winner of the bout was 
Madison Square Garden, which 
figures to have a clear profit of 
around $100,000 from gross re- 
ceipts of $429,000 after all expenses 
are deductéd. Schmeling’s share 
was about $150,000 and Sharkey’s 
$35,000. The milk fund, which 
was declared “in” for 25 per cent 
of the net profits, hould receive 
about $49,000. Taxes amounted to 
approximately $60,000, but the 
Government will also collect heav- 
ily from the purses of the two 
fighters. 

While Sharkey hustled back to 
Boston, Schmeling considered a 
multitude of fight offers anda 
short trip home to Germany. The 
Garden wants him to battle any 
heavyweight he chooses, Mickey 
Walker, Ernie Schaaf or Primo 
Carnera, here in August, while 
Chicago is bidding for his services 
against King Levinsky and a match 
with Larry Gains, Canadian Negro, 
may be made for London.

New York Stock Exchange today 
forbade its members to engage in 
a newly developed method of sgell- 
ing securities in “packages.” With 
a few exceptions, which would be 
subject to individmal approval by 
the exchange, the Beard of Gov- 
ernors ruled that in general the 
new practice imposed too great a 
cost on inivestors. 

The new “package” consists of 
placing the shares of 15 to 25 
companies in a single unit, or par- 
cel, which is then sold to the pub- 
lic. Because prices of stocks are 
now at the lowest levels in a de-

eade or longer, these parcels can 
be offered publicly at compara- 
tively low prices. 

In its criticism of the system, the 
exchange held that the cost to the 
purchaser had been “loaded” too 
heavily with various brokerage 
costs, including round lot and odd 
lot commissions, transfer taxes and 
a seller’s profit. 


The exchange held that “the 
minimum charge for services to 
the purchaser is out of proportion 
to the worth of the services,” stat- 
ing that im some cases the total 
costs exceed 40 per cent of the ac- 
tual market valuation of the stocks 
in the parcel. It-also stated that 
the selling circulars in many cases 
concealed the relatively heavy 
loading charges from the investor; 
that in some cases where the num- 
bem or shares of each corporation

COLIMA, State of <colima, Mex- 


ico, June 23.—Gov. Salvador Sau- 
cedo informed the Associated Press 


today that there were perhaps 100 
dead in yesterday’s tidal wave and 
a great danger of pestilence would 
follow unless outside aid was given 
immediately. 

The Governor said most of the 
dead were in Cuyutlan, the state's 
famous summer resort, but said up- 
ward of 20,000 persons were living 
out of doors in the capital. Here he 
said there was a shortage of food, 
medicine, and money as well as of 
tents, and many of the injured 
from Cuyutlan were not receiving 
adequate care. 

The Governor appealed for the 
aid of the “world Red Cross” in 
the emergency. The populace of 
most of the state, harassed by 
many earth shocks within the 
month, were afraid to return to 
their homes. 

The Governor told the _ corre- 
spondent he was living in a tent 
in a public park, and that nearly 
2000 refugees from Cuyutlan had 
crowded into the town. 

Colima also had on its hands 
those injured in previous earth- 
quakes this month.

MEXICO CITY, June 23.—More 
than 40 persons were killed and 
several hundred were injured when 
a tidal wave, preceded by two 
earthquakes, swept more than a 
mile inland over an 18-mile front 
on the west coast yesterday. Many 
others are missing. 

Two minor earthquakes preced- 
ed the heavy temblor which ush- 
ered in the wave and aroused the 
inhabitants, many of whom fled 
to the beach for safety. There the

tidal wave trapped them, sweeping 
many inland to death or outward 
into the sea. 

An accurate check of the casua}- 
ties was not possible today because 
of the disorganized condition of 
the territory. Several towns virtu- 
ally were wiped out. 

Colima reported that the known 
number of injured there was 62, 
but it could not be determined how 
many lives were lost. 

Gov. Salvador Saucedo of 
State of Colima left today for 
Cuyutlan, where the wave struck 
hardest, to take charge of the situ- 
ation. Before he left he lied

Mexico City to appeal for public 
aid. He said the death toll at 
Cuyutlan, a resort town, had 


passed 40 with additional missing 
and more than 100 injured. 

Two relief trains left here for 
Cuyutlan. The first train evacu- 
ated 1400 persons from the town. 

Federal soldiers were searching 
for additional victims, and burning 
thousands of dead fish left on the 
beach when the waves. receded. 
Danger of disease made necessary 
temporary evacuation of the in- 
habitants. 

Two major earthquakes have 
shaken Mexico this month, and a 
dozen cities have been damaged by 
cyclones besides the effect of yes- 
terday’s tidal wave. The tidal wave 
property damage extends into mi)}- 
lions. 

The tiny State of Colima has 
borne the brunt of the disasters 
which are believed here to be cen- 
tered about some ocean bed shift 
off the Central West coast. Up- 
wards of 50 minor quakes have 
been recorded by instruments here 
in the last five days and the total 
light shocks for the month already 
has passed 100.

A demonstration of marked sig- 
nificance in the primary campaign 
was arranged by St. Louis Repub- 
lican politicians supporting Leo E. 
Koehler of Kansas City, wet can- 
didate for the Republican nomina- 
tion for Governor, at Grand boule- 
vard and Juniata street last night. 
The unusually large attendance for 
a primary meeting and the unmis- 
takable enthusiasm served to take 
Koehler from a,position of insig- 
nificance in the campaign and to 
make him a factor to be seriously 
considered. To politicians familiar 
with St. Louis political history it 
mattered little that the Koehler 
meeting was held in the neighbor- 


hood described by Circuit Clerk 
John Schmoll as “the wettest belt 
in the wettest city in the United 
States.” 

They knew that in previous cam- 
paigns the candidates outspok- 
enly for abolition of  prohibi- 
tion invariably carried St. Louis, 
notwithstanding the efforts of local 
party committeemen to control 
their wards for Opposition candi- 
dates, and notwithstanding what 
other qualifications or lack of them 
the wet candidate had. 

There have been two primary 
campaigns to indicate what a wet 
candidate may expect in St. Louis. 
In 1922, when the prohibition ques- 
tion was not nearly as live as it is 
today, William Sacks, running wet 
for United States Senator, carried 
St. Louis by 33,409 votes over the 
closest of his five opponents, and 
received 16,367 votes more than 
all five of them. 

Frank Also Carried City. 

In 1928, Nathan Frank, running 
wet for United States Senator, car- 
ried St. Louis by 45,971 over his 
nearest opponent, and received 16,- 
§56 votes more than the five other 
candidates. 

Koehler was wet enough and di- 
rect enough. im his wet statements 
in his speech to satisfy his audi- 
ence. He said in so many words 
that he favored the repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment and that he 
favored modification of the Vol- 
stead Act to permit the manufac- 
ture and sale of beer of a higher 
alcoholic content than now perinit- 
tec. 

He pledged that if elected Gov- 
ernor he would recommend to the 


Legislature that the State bone-dry | 


law be repealed, and that he would 
exert all the influence at his com- 
mand to bring about repeal, or, if 
that could not be accomplished, 
modification to materially lessen its 
severity. 

He told his audience that repeal 
of the eighteenth amendment or 
modification of the Volstead act 
would be virtually meaningless in 
Missouri so long as the State en- 
forcement act remaimed. The State 
law, he said, should be repealed 
immediately to enable the State to 
profit from the repeal of the cight- 
eenth amendment and the modifi- 
cation of the Volstead Act when 
those things were accomplished.

This statement is absolutely untrue. It 
has never paid as much for wool in 

Southern Missouri as we individual deal- 


ers. Ask your Farm Board agent in St. |. 


Louis or at any other point what he is 
paying for wool, then ask your dealers 
what they pay. I will say your dealers 
are paying at least 1 cent a pound more. 
Then ask your Farm Board agent what 
he is paying for mohair this year. He 
will tell you nothing. Your individual 
dealers will tell you they are paying 6 
to 7 cents. Isn't it true the Farm Board 
sold 5,000,000 pounds of mohair at a 
sacrifice price of 5% cents a pound the 
early part of this year, just before the 
new clip was sheared in Texas, causing 
the market to collapse? My records 
show a sale of One car of Missouri mo- 
hair to a mill at 16 cents just previous 
to the Farm Board sale. 

Who pays the losses on this mohair 
the Farm Board dumps? The only true 
answer is the taxpayer. The individual 
dealers pay their own losses. I claim 
this is unfair competition to the growers 
of mohair, as well as the dealers. 

Every man with a sound mind knows 
the Farm Board has made a complete 
failure in everything it has attempted to 
handle.

A HISTORIC PROPOSAL. 

The least that can be said of Mm Hoover's sur 
prising suggestion to the Geneva disarmament con- 
ference that all nations reduce their arms by one- 
third is that it is a historic proposal. 
| The French, of course, are prompt to refuse, re- 

minding the world that to press what Mr. Hoover 
proposes will only be to revive the security ques- 
tion. So is the proposal itself impracticable in a hun- 
dred ways, but it has the great virtue of bringing a 
big subject into the open. 

Despite everything, the effect of Mr. Hoover's pro- 
posal will be tremendous. It will for the first time 
apprise the rest of the world that the United States 
is willing to lead the way in arms reduction, where- 
as there has heretofore been no means of knowing 
what the American attitude is. It is something of: 
a poser to suggest that all nations whatsoever reduce 
their armaments by one-third, but the world needs 
exactly such a jolt. | 

The burden of arms is greater than the world can 
bear. It is a burden that is sinking the continent of 
Europe, and it cannot be long until it will also sink 
the continent of Asia. The position of the United 
States in this matter is such that there can be no 
progress except by her initiation. She is the only 
great empire detached from a world whose quarrels 
destroy the disarmament initiative in every other 
great country. 

More than a decade after the World War, a dec 
ade in which the United States has defaulted in lead- 
ership, with the result that armaments everywhere 
have grown by leaps and bounds, we see the great 
republic moving through Mr. Hoover’s proposal to 
acceptance of its responsibility. 

It will not greatly matter what immediately fol- 
lows. The great thing is that the United States, 
though armed to the teeth, proposes a saner and bet- 
ter order. Mr. Hoover rises in his proposal to a 
level of statesmanship which he has not hitherto 
attained, and he does it at a time when a once-expec- 
tant world had all but despaired. 

There is in all such processes of civilization a pri- 

mary cause. It is the will to do. It has been use- 
less to talk about lessening the burden of arms, as it 
has been futile to talk about trading war debts for 
arms reductions, when there was no will to do in 
the White House. The declaration of Congress in the 
Moratorium Act that no further concessions will be 
made to Europe is an illustration of the impasse 
which results from non-leadership. It is only men 
who have the power to move mankind. 
We congratulate Mr. Hoover. He has done what 
we should have done long ago, and it is never too 
late.

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UPWARD AND ONWARD.

Then no doubt, as Senator Watson, 
another apostle of party regularity, said just two 
years ago, this nation would be on the upgrade finan- 
cially, economically and commercially within 60 days, 
and within a year would have regained the peak of 
prosperity. 
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CAUSES OF AUTO FATALITIES. 
The National Safety Council, studying the motor 
accidents which took 33,000 lives in this country last 
year, has set down the three chief contributing fac- 
tors, as follows: 


Highways inadequate for modern traffic, lack- 
ing safeguards and poorly equipped with signals 
and signs. 

Cars of high power and speed, many with 
brakes and headlights in bad condition. 

Drivers untrained and uncontrolled, inexperti- 
enced, indifferent to safety and heedless of the 
rights of others. 


A fourth category might have been cited: the care- 
less pedestrian. Although still a cause of accidents, 
it is probably a diminishing one, for pedestrians on 
the whole are becoming more wary, while school 
patrols and safety-first instruction have reduced the 
mortality among children. The peril of highway 
conditions also is diminishing, as modern construc- 
tion proceeds and the safety engineer’s plans are 
more widely accepted. The indictment as to the cars 
themselves may be laid largely to the motorist, for 
Sane driving and prompt repair of defects would pre- 
vent most accidents attributable to the machines, ex- 
cept those resulting from mechanical defects that 
develop suddenly. 

This leaves the driver as the factor most responsi- 
ble in a majority of accidents. Continuing efforts 
must be made, of course, with highway and street 
improvement, teaching of caution to pedestrians and 
improvement of cars, but these will be of little effect 
in reducing the appalling mortality if drivers go un- 
gurbed. An examination and license system, with 
prompt and drastic punishment for offen@ers, is a 
crying need of the motor age. Since the fallible hu- 
man element is so largely involved, there doubtless 
will always be motor fatalities, but the irreducible 
minimum lies far below last year’s terrific toll.

HIGHWAYS AND BYPATHS. 

The Illinois Legislature has been asked to falter | 
quish authority to designate highway routes. Under 
the plan of those who advocate the change, the State 
Highway Department would be empowered to fulfill 
this function. Granting that the members of the 
State Highway Board ave the interests of the State 
as a whole at heart, they are the individuals who 
should exercise such authority. Road designation by 
legislators opens the way for petty claims, political 
chicanery and log-rolling. What satisfies local pride 
and assures a State legislator’s re-election often is a 
hindrance to highway unification and directness. 
Road building properly executed is a science. It 
should not be a sop to voters. 

That Hlinois has a splendid highway system no 
one who has traversed the State will deny. Yet in 
recent years much roadWay which might well have 


greatly in need of widening have gone unnoticed. 
Particularly is this true in the vicinity of St. Louis. 
State Route No. 11, which carries the heavy traffic 
of U. S. Route 40, has needed widening from East St. 
Louis at least as far as Collinsville for 10 years. 
Other highways leading from East St. Louis require 
the same attention. Meanwhile, miles of little used 
pavement have been constructed. Road building in 
terms of traffic needs ‘would remedy the situation. 
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PROTECTION AND NATURAL RESOURCES. 

We have suggested before that the word protection, 
as applied to tariff duties, is deceptive and mis- 
leading. It conceals the fundamental issues in dis- 
puto. It suggests public services such as police pro- 
tection and fire protection, and diverts attention 
‘away from the essential feature of trade barriers—a 
subsidy to some Americans which is paid for by other 
Americans. 
Such its the power of a word that millions of Amer- 
icans who are opposed to governmental subsidies are 
nevertheless firm believers in “protection.” 
This generally accepted usage has unddéubtedly 
given to supporters of bigger and better trade restric- 
tions a tactical advantage over their opponents. 
A glaring example of the misleading implications 
of the word is in the Republican plank dealing with 
the tariff on the products of natural-resource indus- 
tries. The conservation plank speaks approvingly of 
conservation as a “Republican policy,” and mentions 
particularly the problems of oil conservation. 
To the casual reader, the tariff statement on the 
same topic is apparently consistent with the conserva- 
tion plank, for it favors the extension of the principle 
of “tariff protection to our natural industries.” 
Protection, yes! But what kind, and for whom? 
Under conservation the national heritage is not to 
be consumed in one generation. It calls for a wise 
use of resources; a preservation of some for our sons 
and grandsons. In the absence of tariffs on the prod- 
ucts of mine and forest, many of our domestic needs 
are met from foreign sources, leaving more of our 
resources for later use. 
The protection called for in the tariff plank is not 
‘the protection of natural resources. It is the protec- 
tion of their present owners, so that & will be prof- 
itable for them to exhaust these resources more 
quickly. 


natural-resource field is a distressing one. There is 
a wide field for reform in tax laws and, in the case 
of petroleum, in the amendment of land laws. Okla- 
homa has already undertaken the latter step, and the 
Supreme Court unanimously upheld this action in a 
recent decision. 

The solution does not lie in encouraging a more 
rapid exhaustion of resources, as must come with the 
raising of trade barriers called for in this plank. It 
flies in the face of the “Republican policy” of con- 
servation, of which the same platform speaks so ap- 
provingly. 


THE ALL.TIME LOW. 

The one thing needed to round out the all-time low 
in the heavyweight division of things fistic was sup- 
plied. When Schmeling and Sharkey concluded the 
saddest exhibition of a championship battle that mor- 
tal eye has gazed upon, the judges rose nobly to the 
occasion by nominating Sharkey the victor, and thus 
handed down the worst recorded decision. It seems 
to us there was no winner and no loser, for the 
melancholy reason that there was no fight. Just what 
the judges or the referee should have done may be 
debatable, but if the fiasco had been abruptly stopped, 
and the mild and harmless gladiators spanked and 
sent to bed, the capacity crowd in the bowl and the 
invisible radio audience would, we suspect, have in- 
dorsed the action with loud and prolonged cheers. 
Our impression is that it is time to say good-by to 
the ferocious pair. We hope, too, that, when the 
next battle of the century is staged, the promoters 
will keep turning the pages till they reach the comic 
strips and will then draft good old Popeye and bel- 
ligerent George Bungle for the duel. Then we'll see 
a fight. - 


THE ATLANTIC TURNS A CORNER. 

It is because the readers of the Atlantic Monthly 
are a studious, quiet and conservative lot that we 
give them warning. They must prepare themselves 
for the shock of their lives when they pick up the 
July issue. The old familiar cover, almost as hoary 
with years as that of the London Punch, is*no more. 
It has had its face lifted and it wears a brighter 
rouge. The word “Atlantic,” long set-in a sprad- 
dle-legged type which suggested the stability of 
Plymouth Rock, Ras been italicized. By dropping 
“monthly” from the title, and changing the location 
of the date, space is made. wherein old Neptune, tri- 
dent, streamers and all, riding the crest of a wave, is 
enlarged to almost three times his former size. The 
table of contents is still there, but the formal, stiff- 
necked type has been dumped into the hellbox and a 
gayer, bolder, saucier font put in its place. How 
long the proposal to effect a change, to say nothing 
of various details, was'debated in the Atlantic office, 
we dare not hazard a guess., Such things as type 
styles are deep seated in tradition and custom along 
Boston’s Arlington street. But there is this about it 
of real import: When the Atlantic, whose serene 
prospect has for so long been placid Boston Common, 
opens Vol. 150 with a facial overhauling, nothing is 
immutable and anything is likely to happen.

MRS. PUTNAM’S MODESTY. 

Amelia Earhart Putnam graciously thanked Presi- 
dent Hoover when he presented her with the special 
gold medal of the National Geographical Society, a 
reward reserved for outstanding achievements. Then 
she added: “But I fear my exploit was not worth 
such a great honor.” In some celebrities this might 
be taken as a mere rhetorical embellishment, but Mrs. 
Putnam has succeeded in establishing her modesty as 
genuine. After landing in Ireland, she deprecated her 
solo ocean flight as an unimportant event, of no 
benefit to aviation and merely a “personal gesture.” 
She set a precedent by asking that no public welcome 
be arranged for her in New York, a plea that was 
disregarded. On arrival in America, she voiced the 
opinion that she had been “over-praised.” 

In only a few years, it may well be that the coun- 
try will agree that such a flight as Mrs. Putnam’s is 
“not worth such a great honor.” But just now, re 
membering her hours of blind flying, calm although 
& flaming exhaust threatened to make every moment 
the last, it stands as a gallant feat, worthy of the rec- 
ognition it has received. And all the greater credit 
accrues to its doer from her unassuming attitude. 
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German Safeguards for Investors 


Infrequency of stock swindles in Germany is result of drastic legal code regulating 
promotions; authorities carefully scrutinize organization of new companies and 
status of their capital; annual business report gives wide range of pertinent 
information; banks are held directly responsible for their investment activities.

URING my several years of service as an 
[) assistant to the District Attorney of the 

Supreme Court at Dresden, I learned 
that stock swindles apparently are not as 
frequent in Germany as in some other coun- 
tries. The reason is by no means that stock 
promotions generally are on a smaller scale 
in Germany than ‘in other countries, for 
that is not so, The truth is that German 
legislation provides efficiently for detailed 
and specific. information and protection of 
investors, in connection with new incorpo- 
rations and existing corporations, and for 
a well defined legal responsibility in respect 
to the management of corporations and 
statements issued in connection therewith. 

In these critical times, even the provisions 
which had been in force in Germany until 
recently could not prevent bad failures. 
German lawmakers did not neglect the lies- 
sons learned from these disasters. The les- 
sons inspired and accelerated a complete re- 
vision of the blue sky legislation. Prompt 
legislative action based upon distressful ex- 
perience of investors did much to restore 
lost confidence, 

The protection is threefold in that it pro- 
vides: 1. For a strict supervision of the for- 
mation of a share company. 2. For ade- 
quate information on the status of existing 


companies, 3, For the remedy of holding - 


fraudulent or negligent promoters, man- 
agers or exploiters liable for damage and 
subject to severe penalties. 

. . * 

The law of Germany considers prevention 
a more desirable step toward protection of 
the public than determent of perpetrators by 
the threat of penalties. Hence that law lays 
particular emphasis on the careful super- 
vision of promotion and on proper informa- 
tion concerning the financial and economic 
affairs of the companies, in the hope that 
the strict regulations will make more and 
more difficult and rare the defrauding of an 
enlightened public. 

The Code of Commerce provides that, 
upon formation of a new share company, its 
executive board and board of directors 
must investigate all of the circumstances 
of the promotion, the duty of such exami- 
nation being incumbent upon any and every 
member of the said boards individually. 

If a member of either of said boards is 
one of the promoters, or has taken any spe- 
cial advantage, or has stipulated for any 
compensation or remuneration in respect of 
the promotion or the proceedings prelimi- 
nary thereto, or if any contribution to cap- 
ital is made by shareholders other than in 
cash, an additional investigation must take 
place by means of specially appointed audi- 
tors. After the investigations, written re- 
ports must be made by the disinterested 
auditors. : 

In the case of contributions to the capital 
of the company other than in cash, the pro- 
moters must state in a written declaration 
the principal circumstances which show that 
the price paid for the property contributed 
to capital in. place of cash, or otherwise ac- 
quired, is a reasonable price. This is to 
afford the supervisors full opportunity to 
examine particularly the non-cash phase of 
s0 many promotions familiar to investars 
in the United States and not unknown in 
other countries. 

Only after all those provisions are care- 


fully complied with, may application for the 
registration of the corporation in the Mer- 
cantile Register, which is compulsory, be 
filed with the competent District Court by 
the promoters and the members of the board 
of directors and of the executive board, col- 
lectively. Such application must be accom- 
panied by all the reports above referred to. 

The annual balance of a corporation must 
be published in the newspapers named by 
the memorandum of association, and in the 
official Reich-Gazette. 
for wide publicity. 

™ 7° a 

The law enumerates in great detail all 
the facts to be revealed by the annual bal- 
ance sheet, including the annual business 
report. In addition to all customary figures 
representing assets and liabilities, all guar- 
antees and bonds given by the corporation, 
any and all remunerations paid to members 
of the executive board and of the board 
of directors and a complete report on the 
business situation of the corporation, includ- 
ing important events occurring after the 
close of the business year, must be shown 
in the balance and-or in the accompanying 


That rule provides 


report. The expenses of the incorporation . 


of a share company or of the increase in 
its capital are not to be considered assets. 

Ordinarily the good will of a company 
must not be represented by an asset item. 
Only in the case that in connection with 
the acquisition of an enterprise a payment 
was made for good will such payment may 
be classified as an asset, but from it the 
usual annual write-offs must be deducted 
and any amounts expended by the company 
to increase such good will must not at any 
time nor in any way be credited as an asset. 

Finally, the law very carefully demands 
itemizing of all thinkable classes of assets 
and liabilities in the balance, including the 
profit and loss statement, so that it becomes 
next to impossible to veib any material facts 
by a combination of groups of assets or lia- 
bilities, 

. & ” * 

A remarkable innovation in connection 
with the significance of the annual balance 
is the establishment of a profession called 
“Bilanzpruefer,” i. e., examiners of balances, 
who, being carefully selected experts, must 
thoroughly investigate the balance, includ- 
ing the profit and loss statement, and the 
annual report, on the basis of the books of 
the company prior to their submission to the 
annual shareholders’ meeting. 


The examiner is a disinterested represen-. 


ative of the law, not dependent upon the 
board of directors or executive board of 
the company. Thereby the greatest possible 
objectivity of the examination seems to be 
assured. 

A contravention against the provisiong 
above outlined entails financial liability 


upon the part of the person committing the 


offense, to the extent of the damage in- 
flicted. 

Particularly noteworthy is the provision 
that a prospectus, advertising the sale of 
securities admitted to trade on the German 


‘stock exchanges, which contains untrue or 


essentially incomplete statements, makes the 
issuers and signers liable for compensation 
for damages inflicted thereby. Such liability 
cannot be avoided if the prospectus men-

SPEAKER CARNER SIS 
FOR WOMAN SCULPTOR 


Texan Has Been Posing an 
Hour Each Morning for 
Frances Savage. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 23. — For 


perhaps the ‘irst time in his stren- 
uous life, Speaker John Garner sat 
very still for a whole hour each 
morning recently — posing for 
Frances Savage, a sculptress. 

Neither tourist trail nor regular 
route of Congressmen would ever 
lead to the improvised studio 
where he sat for a portrait bust— 
the metal workers’ room on an in- 
ner court of the Capitol. 

Garner himself had worked for 
30 years itder the Capitol dome 


without setting foot on this pleas- 
ant place with the right north 
light which suddenly took on “at- 
mosphere” under Miss Savage's 
deft touch. 

He sat in a chair to match his 
Own On a carpeted dais, and drank 
water from his own silver ice pitch- 
er, brought down from the Speak- 
er’s suite to make him = feel at 
home. A screen is covered with 
his photographs. A mirror enabled 
Miss Savage to see him in perspec- 
tive. Electric fans kept him cool. 

Portrays Rugged Men. 

A rough-and-ready Westerner, 
Garner was wary of being caught 
by any artist, but ranch-bred Miss 
Savage was determined to add him 
to her list of rugged men, forceful- 
ly portrayed. Outstanding among 
them are Abraham Lincoln and 
Theodore Roosevelt, her father’s 
friend. 

Mrs. Garner, together with sev- 
Speaker’s intimates, 
helped persuade him, and Garner 
at last conceded that since he read 
newspapers from 8 to 9 each morn- 
ing anyhow, he might as well be 
sculptured while reading. 

Miss Savage pronounced him the 
best subject for the plastic art she 
had ever attempted to portray. °

eyebrows, she _ said, were least 
among characteristic Garner fea- 
tures definite enough to be a de-

Plunging into a successful stage ca- 
reer on graduation from university, 
she became ill from overwork, took 
up sculpture as a health-building 
interest, and claimed it for life 
work.

St. Louis Prelate Addresses 
Meeting in Connection With 
Eucharistic Congress. 


Copies of an address prepared by 
Archbishop Glennon for delivery 
tonight in Phoenix Park, Dublin, 
Irelatid, were. made public today 
by his secretary. The occasion of 
the address is a mass meeting for 
men, in connection with the Inter- 
national Eucharistic Congress, with 
| Cardinal Lauri, Papal Legate, pre- 
siding. The time, because of geo- 
graphical differences, corresponds 
to early afternoon in St. Louis. 

In the address, Archbishop Glen- 
non, a native of Ireland, pays trib- 
ute to the devotion of the Irish 
priesthood and people to the Cath- 
olic church. He tells of the suffer- 
ings of Irish Catholics in centuries 
of persecution and strife, and of 
the place won by the “soggarth 
aroon” (priest dear) in the hearts 
of the people. 

“The kindly visitor from the 
Continent,”” the Archbishop says, 
“may note with regret the absence 
of stately churches dedicated to 
Catholic service, nor know that 
many of those erected by Catholic 
hands are theirs no longer, and so 
he conctudes that Ireland’s Catho- 
licity is nothing more than her 
memories and her ruins. He is 
mistaken. Italy may have her glo- 
rious basilicas, France her stately 
cathedrals, England her regrets, 
but Ireland has her holy places, 
her martyrs and her Mass rocks. 
More than that, in the hearts of 
her people dwells a faith as ada- 
mantine as the granite walls that 
guard their island home. Differ- 
ing from some of her northern sis- 
ters that have kept their cathedrals, 
and lost their faith, Ireland's an- 
cient cathedrals are gone, but the 
faith she has kept in = its pris- 
tine splendor. * *

The heart- 
less law that forced members of fhe 
Russian reigning house to marry 
foreigners of royal blood scored its 
first casualty in our family; it was 
te continue its tyranny up to the 
year 1894, when I broke its valid- 
ity by marrying Grand Duchess 
Xenia, daughter of my cousin, Em- 
peror Alexander IIL. 

The departure of Anastasia made 
my mother decide to go abroad in 
the spring. Officially she wanted 
her sons to meet her brother, the 
Grand Duke of Baden; unofficially 
she longed to see her favorite child. 
It meant that for four months we 
would have to be separated from 
the Caucasus by thousands of miles, 
I tried every conceivable ruse to 
be permitted to return to Tiflis but 
my parents were not in a habit of 
soliciting my advice. Thus, in the 
summer of 1880 [I met for the first 
time the representative of a nation 
which was destined to loom so large 
in my future life. There were two 
pretty American giris playing ten- 
nis in the park, not far from the 
duea] palace. I lost my heart to 
both of them, unabie to decide 
which one of the two [ liked better. 
This fact, however, had no influence 
on our relations, for I was strictly 
forbidden to talk to amy and all 
Americans, an aide-de-camp of the 
Grand Duke of Baden watching my 
movements at close range. The girls 
noticed my admiring glances and 
unaware of the cruel edict of my 
mother decided that I must be 
either too shy or too stupid or both. 
Each time they would finish playing 
a hard-disputed set they would come 
to rest on a bench next to the spot 
where I stood. Talking in a theat- 
rical whisper, they would pass re- 
marks damaging to my manly selif- 


respect. 
“What is the matter with that 
boy?” the taller girl would ask. 


“Can it be that he is deaf ani 
dumb? De you think we should 
learn the language of the mutes?” 

I wished the damnable aide-de- 
camp would leave me alone for a 
few minutes so that I 
could show to those 
adorable creatures what kind of a 
mute I was, but the German offi- 
cers are taught to obey orders im- 
plicitly; if necessary he would have 
stood by my side for 48 consecutive 
hours. Even my shy attempts at 
smiling became known at the palace 
and were seized upon as an occasion 
for merciless teasing by both my 
brothers and my German cousins 
led by the future Reich Chancellor 
Prince Max of Baden. [ began to 
find short notes under my pillow 
written by Michael and George but 
signed — “your loving American 
giris.” Tiny American flags wouli 
be stuck in the back of my over- 
coat, and my appearance in the 
drawing room would be greeted by 
a few bars of a popular American 
march played on the piano by one 
of the torturers. After two weeks 
of silent struggie I gave in and kept 
away from the tennis court for the 
remainder of our stay in Baden- 
Baden.
